Mulberries.

The mulberry has beon u neglected tree
ever since the passing of the **Muiticau-
lis craze” of tg‘n’ thirties, although it
possesses decided walue in oroamental
planting, sad some of tho varieties, Pro-
fewor L. H. Bailey tells, uare useful for
ledges, sholter belts nod small timber.
Tae fruit has merit for dessort, s easily
grown and is produced more or less
gontinuously throughout a period of two
to four months of every year. In a
bulletin issued from the Cosnell Uni-
versity Station at lthaea, N. Y., Profes-
sor Bailey nmnes sixtoen varieties as truit
boaring kinde, the now American boing
recommended for the Northern BStutes,
Black Fersion is occasionally grown in
the Bouth and on the Pacille Coast,
Hicks is n heavy bearer of indiffercnt
fruit, but valuable for poultry.
is n profuse bearer of large fruit, of ¢x-
cellent guslity.

The Kussian type is valuable for orua-
mental hodges, especially In the prairie
States, for plunting sparingly s single
specimens or in  groups und for small
timber. The mulbercy Is cnsily growan
upon ordinary soils, It is oftea tevder
in the North duriog the first two or three
yeurs,

yThe mulberry is propagated by cut-
tings of the mature wood of the roots,
by root and crown graftiog, and by bud-
diug with dormunt buds in the spring. —

hich sudden blanching of the hair has
been observed and carefully investiguted
by men trained to amoccurate scientific
methods,

One of the cases is reported in Vir-
chow’s Archives for April, 1855, by Dr.
Landois as occurring uoder the observa-
tion of himself and Dr. Lohmor. In this
case the blanching of the bair ccourred
in a bospital in o single night while the
pationt was uoder the daily observation
of the visiting physicinps. The patieat,
# compositor, thirty-four yesrs of age,
with light hair and blue eyes, was ad-
mitted ioto the hospital July 9, 1865,
suffering from an scute attack of de-
livium tremens. A marked peculincity
in the discase was excessive terror whoen-
ever uny oue approached the patient.
He elept for twelve hours on the night
of the 11th of July, after having taken

thirty drops of lsudanum, Up to this
time nothing unusual had been observed
regarding the hair.

On the morning of July 12th it was
evident to the medical attendants and to
all who saw the patient that the hair of
the head and heard had become gray.
The patient himsell remwarked the change
with inteose astonishment. The hair re-
mained gray us long a8 the patient wis
under observation, vo September 17th.
Au interesting point connected with thia
cnse in that the bair was subjected to
careful microscopic examination, The
coler of the bair in general is due to the
presence of plgment graoules and of a
fow nir brbbles. Inthe case of the com.
positor the white hnirs were found to
contain o multitude of bubbles of ir in
the medulls and cortical aubstaoce of
the sbaft of the bair, but the pigment
granules were everywhere preserved un-
altered, The halr fllled with bubbles of
pir is white for that same reason that
graoulated sugar mod the foam on the
seashore sre white. The individusl
granules of the sugar and the individual
bubbles that form the foam are trauspa.
rent, 'The reflection of light from gran-
ule to granule and from bubbie to bub-
ble makes the muss of the sugur nod of
foamn white, In a similar way the re.
flection of light from air bubble to air
bubble makes the hair seem white.

Dr. Landois quotes instanees of
blanching of the hair in which thers
were nlteroate rings of white snd brown.
Another very ourious case of sadden
blanching of the bhair is reported by
Erasmus Wilson 1n the proseedings of
the Royal Bociety, Londen, volume xv.,
No. 01, page 406, In these cases ulso
the white portion presented on miero-
seopic examination great bubbles of air,
but no diminution in the quaotity of
pigment matter.

The possibility of sudden blunchiog of
the bair is furthor illustratyd by the
curlous observation made by the cele-
brated Brown-Sequiard of elizir of life
fome, He observed in bis own person
four white huirs on one side of his beard
und seven on the other. Thuse he pulled
out. Two dayuuftor be found two hairs
on one side and three on the other that
were white throughout thelr ocutire
length. ‘Thia ohservation he verified
several times,

The microscople examinatiovs made
Ieave no doubt us to the cause of the
white color of the hair in cases of sud-
den blanching. All are ugreed that there
js no diminution in the pigmeut, but
that the greater part of the medulls be.
comes fllled with air bubbles, smull glo-
bules of air being found in the cortical
substance, The halr in thess cases pre-
sents o marked contrast to hair that bus
become gray graduslly from old sze.
